The undersigned, directors of the t Texas State Penitentiary,” 
in pursuance of law, submit the following as their annual report 
of the guvernment, discipline, and transactions of the same, fur 
ihe year ending Sept. 30th, 1554. dë 

GOVERNMENT AND DISCIPLINE, 

So far as the government and discipline of the institution is 
concerned, there can be but little said, The by-laws and regu- 
lations heretofore adopted, aud sanctioned by the (then) Execu- 
tive, works well. Everything bas been conducted harmoniously 
aud satisfactory. The convicts, almost without an exception, 
are oiderly and industrious ; indeed a spirit of rivalry appears to 
exist, 10 the amount of labor, and quality of work done. We 
now have six good workmen in the brick Jaying, and four in the 
wagon making—all of whom acquired then knowledge here, 

ln but one or two instances Las the Superintendent been com» 
pelled to resort, under our sanction, to coercive measures to 
enforce ngid compliance with the rules of the institution. 
PENITENTIARY. 
~ Since our last report, the exterior wall on the West side nas 
been finished, and the South wall put up. The Superintend- 
ent’s house has been completed, and the roof on 1t; aud the 
North line of block 2 put on, and a large blacksmith shop put 
up, and finished. 

FACTORY. 

Dy reason of the provision made by the Legislature at its last 
session, for the conversion of the iustitutiou. into a. cotton and 
woollen manufactory, the labor of the convicts has beeu di- 
verted from the completion of the Penttentiary, to the erection 
ofsuitable buildings tor the reception of the engine and ma- 
ehinery ` and notwithstanding the unfortunate character of the 
weather for such purposes, 1t affords us pleasure to say, the work 
has progressed beyond our most sanguine expectauons. The 
main buildirg is 270 feet by 50 feet, contatujug GG opemugs ta 
the story. Two entire sets af frames have been made, and the 
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lower story raised to the top of the first sets of frames, with a 
foundation wall in the center of the building, and a partition wall 
ene story high, by convict labor. But owitg to the late disas- 
trons overfiow at Galveston, destroying the lime on hand—(part 
of whieh had been purchased by the agent.) The masonry is 
naw delayed for the want of it—which we trust will be but tem- 
porary, as the agent bas made a new purchase, part of which is 
now on the road. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent, and our approval, 
the agent of the Penitentiary prozeeded to the North last Spring, 
and contracted for an engine of sufficient power (for all prospec- 
tive purposes) and machinery snfficient to manufacture 1509 
yards of coarse cotton, and 500 yards of coarse woollen cloth per 
day; all of which is to be ready for delivery by the Ist of Dec. 
next—to attend to which, and have the same forwarded without 
delay to Galveston, the agent will leave for the North in a few 
days. Should no unforeseen contingency arise, we expect ta 
have it ready for business by July next, 

DAD OF CONVICTS. 
- Since our last report there has been three deaths, the causes of 
which originated before being sent here. There has been but 
little sickness among the convicts. Notwithstanding their being 
fed on tresh beef every alternate day, a disease similar to the 
scurvy made its appearance and spread to a considerable extent, 
but under the close attention of Messrs Keenan and Renfro, the 
physicians of the institution, and suitable regimen, it, aswell as 
other diseases, readily gave way, and general good health now 
prevails. 
FINANCIAL, 

From the report of the agent already sent forward, duly ap- 
proved by us, aud the accompanying exhibit of the Superintend- 
ent, it will be perceived that the finances of the institution are in 
a healthy condition. The various branches of duty pertaining 
to their respective offices, have been discharged to our entire sat- 
isfaction.

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REPORT OF DIRECTORS FOR 1855. 


To his Excellency, E. M. Pease, 
Governor of the State of Texas, 

The undersigned, directors of the State Penitentiary, in die: 
eharge of their official duty, beg leave to submit the following 
report of the condition of the institution for the last two years, 
ending the 30th Sept., 1855. 

GOVERNMENT AND DISCIPLINE. 

The government and discipline, by the present Superintend- 
ent has, in all respects challenged our approval; and we are 
pleased to say has not only commanded a desirable and proper 
subordination in the convicts, but has made the several depart- 
ments of labor not only useful but profitable to the State, as 
will more fully appear by reference to the accompanying reports 
of the Superintendent and Agent, marked A. and C. 

The sanitary condition of the institution has, we may say, 
been remarkable ; not a death having occurred among the con- 
viets during the last two years, from disease contracted while 
under sentence. Five deaths have occurred, itis true, during 
this time, but all from chronic affeetions with which they were 
afflicted when incarcerated. These facts, more than any asser- 
tion of ours, bespeak the great care and attention given to the 
health and comfort of the convicts. The efficiency of the Su- 
perintendent, Col. James Gillaspie, not only in the discharge 
of his duty tothe inmates, but in guarding and protecting the 
interest of the State, cannot be too highly appreciated. And 
upon this subject we would suggest that his qualifications for 
the office he holds would, in most of similar institutions, com- 
mand a better compensation than he is now receiving. 

AGENT AND CLERK. 

The manner in which Gen. John S. Besser has discharged 
the duties of purchasing and disbursing agent, and clerk of the 
institution, for efficiency and a strict regard to the interest of 
the State we cannot recommend too ^ichly to your favorable 
eonsideration. Under the provisions, iaws and regulations, the 
two-fold capacity in which he has acted, that of purchasing 
and disbursing agent, and that of clerk and book-keeper for the 
institution, has occupied his whole time and constant attention. 
In the former capacity he has heretofore been necessarily 
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absent from three to four months each year, during which he 
has always been compelled to supply his placé in the latter 
character with a competent person. But under the late law, 
converting the institution into a cotton and woollen manufaeto- 
ry, the duties of this office have been greatly multiplied and 
made far more onorens: In contracting for, receiving and 
getting on the machinery, it has been necessary for him to 
make, and he-has made two frips to the North, beside much 
other time and labor expended in that behalf—duties which 
we believe were not originally contemplated as Incumbent on 
this office. For these reasons we feel it due to say that we 
think his salary, for the last two years, has not been adequate 
to the duties he has necessarily performed, and would therefore, 
recommend, if your Excellency and the State Legislature deem 
it right and proper, a reasonable extra compensation; and In 
view of the increasing duties and ‘responsibilities of this office, 
eonsequent upon the successful operation of the factory, we 
would respectfully suggest such increase of the annual salary 
in future, as in your judgment, and that of the Legislature, 
may seem reasonable and adequate to the responsibility and 
valuable services to be performed. 

Inasmuch as this is a State institution and particularly under 
the control of the Legislature, it may not be improper for us 
to ask that a joint committee from the two branches of your 
Honorable body, be appointed to visit this institution and re- 
port thereon, to the Legislature during the approaching session. 

We here submit a brief abstract of the accompanying re- 
parts of the Superintendent and Agent, before referred to.

REPORT D 

Shows the action of the agent, Gen. Besser, in the purchase 
of machinery for the cotton and woollen Factory,to be establish- 
ed under the late act of the Legislature. By the advice of the 
Superintendent, Col. Gillaspie, and our approval, he was en- 
trusted with this charge. The different propositions made to him, 
by machinists and engine builders, were submitted to us as 
were also his exhibits and vouchers, all of which have received 
our approval. His report upon this branch of duty we beg 
leave to refer to, in confidence that it will prove most satisfac- 
tory. 
The appropriation made for the Factory, preved short of 
necessary disbursements $5,548 70, and by our direction the 
deficit was covered out of the appropriation for the Peniten- 
tiary proper, and will be needed for the eurrent quarter, in ad- 
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dition to the estimates made for the next two years. And itis 
estimated that for the completion, and support of the Factory 
during the next two years, an appropriation of $15,204 37 
will bo required. 

The building fór'the engine and boilers is complete, and that 
for the Factory nearly so. The main building is 270 feet long, 
by 50 wide, two stories high, with a foundation wall in the 
centre. The walls are two feet thick above ground; and though 
erected by convicts (who never laid brick until they came here) 
we feel confident will compare favorably with any brick work 
in the South. The whole building is covered with a good tin 
roof, with conductors to convey the water to a reservoir (yet to 
be built) which, in connection with wells, will supply the boil- 
ers with water. The engine is of sufficient power to drive, at 
least ten thousand spindles, and a mill to furnish meal, together 
with all suitable machinery to do necessary repairs. And the 
machinery is guaranteed to manufacture, with experienced 
hands, 1590 yards of coarse cotton, and 500 yards of coarse 
linseys, per day. But for the low stage of ihe river, the Faeto- 
ry would, ’ere this, have been in successful operation ; but this 
obstacle having continued all the year, the engine and boilers 
still remain at the month of the Trinity. The eotton and 
woollen machinery has all been received,by land transportation 
from Houston, which was thought advisable for its protection, 
notwithstanding the increased cost of transportation. It 
arrived ina usual state of preservation, and is now being put 
up by the machinist under contract for the purpose. As soon 
as the engine and boilers can be got up the Trinity, the Factory 
will be ready for operation.  ' 

On adopting the Factory system it became necessary to dis- 
continue work on the Penitentiary, and commence the building 
for the Factory, by reason of which, there remains unfinishe 
a part of the former as per plan. But it will be seen by the 
report of the Superintendent, that but little remains to be done, 
and which will not interfere with the operations of the Factory 
as some time will be required to break in the operatives to a 
proper knowledge of their respective duties. 

The Wagon and Cabinet shops can still be continued, and 
leave ample force torun the machinery, both of which yield a 
handsome return for the laber. The Blacksmith shop, as an 
adjunct of the Factory, must of necessity be continued. 

Under the present law it is indispensable to furnish an annual 
report ¿temésed, which we would suggest as unnecessary, inas- 
much as the sessions of the Legislature are biennial. A report 
to meet each session would seem sufficient, unless oftener re- | 
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quired by the Fixeeutive, and then let the directors certify to am 
abstract of the items, expenses and salés, sufficiently compre- 
hensive to embrace all useful information as to the practical 
workings of the institution. 

Again, the law at present allows only one fourth of the an- 
nual appropriation to be drawn ata time by the agent. As it 
would.lessen by one half, the cost of transportation of funds 
from the Seat of Government, we would further suggest that 
he be allowed to draw one half at a time, and increase the bond 
of that officer, to an amount suflicientto‘secure the State from 
probable loss. . 

The present situation of the Penitentiary and its enclosures, 
will not admit the erecting of such a buitding as will be need- 
ed for a storehouse and wareroom, for storing- goods and secur- 
ing the materials. There are three lots immediately in front of 
the main building, well situated for this purpose, and for a 
garden for the inmates, which we think might be by them culti- 
vated to the use and good health of the convicts. These lots 
contain, in the aggregate about one acre, and we think could be 
procured, if so ordered by law. We would therefore recom- 
mend the purchase of these lots, and the erection of a suitable 
building for these purposes, which can be done by the convict 
labor, and at little cost to the State. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Sır :—In pursuance of an Act of the Legislature of the State 
of Texas, entitled an “ Act to provide for the establishment of 
Cotton and Woollen Factories in the Penitentiary,” approved 
Feb’y 11th, 1854, and under the direction of the Board of Di- 
rectors and your instructions of the 13th April, 1854, I left 
Huntsville on tho 16th of same month for the purpose of pur- 
chasing thezrequisite cotton and woollen machinery, engine, &e., 
and after as thorough and complete examination as my abilities 
would adinit, as (o amount and character of inachinery and re— 
putation of workmen in that branch of business, from the State 
of Maryland to the interior of Maine, I finally contracted with 
the Deaa Cotton and Machine Company, located in Taunton, 
Blas .shusetts, for the entire cotton machinery. All looms, 
shafting, hangers, pullies, and the larger part of findings, in- 
eluding an engine and hand lathe, Messrs Davis € Furber, of 
North Andover, (near Lawrence,) Massachusetts, furnished the 
woollen machinery. With the Boston Engine Company, located 
at East Boston, I contracted for a vertical beam engine, of at 
least 80 horse power, having a cylinder 20 inches in diameter, 
with four 48 inch boilers, 26 feet 6 inces long and two 16 inch 
flues in each. 

There putation of the three several houses stands unsurpassed 
by any houses in their several branches at the North, for fine- 
ness of execution or durability. All of which machinery, de., 
was to be delivered in Boston on such a day in December, 1854, 
as I or my agent might designate. At which time, under your 
advice, I again returned to Boston, and had the most of it 
shipped for Galveston on the bark Trinity, by the 23d of said 
month—first, having the same insured to Huntsville. It all 
arrived in due season for the Trinity navigation, which wasthen 
np, and had the same transferred from the ship to the steamer 
pes Hays. The river having in the meantime fallen; subse— 
quently under advice, I had all (but the engine and fixtures,) 
sent round to Houston and thence by wagons to this place. 

Had we been favored with the usual facilities of river navi- 
gation, 1 am confident we could have had the “ Factory” long 
since in operation; but the extreme weight of some parts of 
the engine forbade any attempt to have it brought from Hous- 
ton by land. It now lies inside the mouth of the river, waiting 


* 
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for the opening of river navigation. My contracts with the 
respective parties, and vouchers for the disbursement of the - 
monies appropriated for the foregoing purposes, are now on file, 
and referred to for your examination and approval—by which 
you will perceive that the amount of purchases, costs, charges, 
&o., exceed the amount appropriated five thousand five hundred 
and forty-eight 70-100 ($5,548 70) dollars, the greater part of 
which I have under your and the Directors sanction, advanced 
from the amount appropriated for the support of the Peniten- 
tiary; the balance also will have to be met from the same source. 
Necessity left no other alternative; and I thought it better to 
pursue that course than to leave the machinery at Galveston 
under charge of storage, and the influence of a saline atmos- 
phere and liable to serious damage. * All of which I hope will 
meet with the approval of the Executive and Hon. Legislature. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the appropriation would have 
been sufficient, but when at the North I found material and 
labor at an advance of at least 50 per cent, then again the diti- 
culties that has to be met in prosecuting the matter thus far, has 
resulted in a heavy advance on ordinary transportation. 

Under instruction, I procured the services of a Superinten- 
dent in both branches at $1,000 per annum ; also, overseers for 
the different branches. An estimate ot the probable amount 
that may be needed to complete the transportation, pay off 
workmen, &o., is herewith submitted. Also an abstract of the 
various items of expense already incurred, which will in ex~ 
amination of the original vouchers on file, I trast be found cor- 
rect.
